WASHINGTON-*/?)—The house re- 


belling against President Roosevelt's 
spending policies, passed Friday night 
a 5725,000,000 emergency relief appro- 
priation— $150,000,000 less than recom- 
mended by the executive. Speaker 
Bankhead announced that the vote was 
397 to 16. 


Republicans voted with conservative 


Democrats to reduce the fund before 
the final vote was reached. The vote 
on the slash was 226 to 137. 


The house -inserted destrictions in- 


tended to eliminate politics from re- 
lief and, contrary to wishes of the ad- 
ministration, adopted an. amendment 
to provide thnt pay rates for similar 
work should not vary more than 2J> 
per cent 
throughout the country. 


Southern Democrats were solidly be- 
hind the amendment. 


Coalition Wins 


The day's development brought par- 


tial fulfillment of recent predictions 
that a coalition of conservatives of 
both parties, sufficiently numerous to 
balk tlic president on many points of 
his program, would emerge. 


The issue of appropriating $725,000,- 


000 instead of 5875,000,000 was present- 


, cd under parliamentary circumstances 


which prevented a roll call vote on 
the size of the appropriation. This 
disappointed members who supported 
the president's estimates. Some of 
them, notably _ Representative Cannon 
(Dem., Mo.), who led the movement 
lor the larger appropriation, charged 
that unusual procedure had been in- 
voked to keep some members from 
"being put on the spot" on the issue. 


Interest centered on the fight over 


the size of the relief appropriation. 
With that fixed, the Republicans and 
conservatives were ready to support 
the bill. Consequently the roll call 
on final passage showed only a small 
handful of opposing votes. 


Amendments Hit Politics 


Two- amendments nfecting politics 
1 onslfcf were approved. ~One, by 
Representative Cole (Rep., N. Y.) for- 
bade use for political purposes of any 
money appropriated. The second, by 
Representative Vooris (Dem., Cal.) 
would forbid payments to any WPA 
supervisor who sought to influence 
votes of WPA workers. 


The appropriation goes next to the 


senate, where as in tho house, Repub- 
licans and conservative Democrats 
are up in arms against the spending 
program. 


Six Democrats and 10 Republicans 


voted against the bill as it passed.

corporation Itself—was the board of 
Standard Oil Company in John D.'s 
day and for sometime'thereafter. Per- 
hnps it is still true 
Every director 


was thij head cf some important ac- 
tivity of the • company. They 
met 


every dny and actually ran the com- 
pany. John D. himself was never a di- 
rector of any other company save the 
U. S. Steel for a while. 


Now a man may be a director of a 


dozenn20, 50 companies. Of course he 
is not a director since he docs not di- 
rect. He cannot possibly know What 
is going on in the company. And in 
the end, in most cases, he is not sup- 
posed to. 


That's not why lie is a director. He 


is representing some outside interest 
that is exploiting the corporation or he 
is there for the inside information he 
can get or he is representing some in- 
side interest that is exploiting the 
corporation. Of course this is not true 
of all directors or all corporations. 
But it is true of a majority of them. 


Two Groups May Solve Problem 
Corporation managers, officials and 


directors make far more money out of 
the inside dope of the opportunities 
for cutting in on cxploitive adven- 
tures than they make out of their 
salaries. That, ought to be stopped. 


I once suggested that there should 


be two boards. 
One should be a 


board which'actually runs the cor- 
poration and has .complete control 
over its buying, selling, administra- 
tive problems. It should be composed 
entirely of the executives of 
Uic 


corporation with representatives of 
labor on it. 


There should be' another board 


named entirely by the stockholders 
and composed only of men who are 
actually owners of large amounts of 
stock, so that they have an interest 
in the corporation's health. That board 
should be an auditing, supervisory, 
scrutinizing, question-asking board. 


Having made this suggestion, I was 


surprised to receive letters from two 
corporation executives, one of them 
well-known, telling me that such a 
plan hud been installed in their cor- 
porations for some years and had 
worked well. 


. Limit Directors to Few Boards 
It is worth considering. Under 


such circumstances management and 
labor would bo represented by the 
operative board and the stockholders 
would be represented by the super- 
vising board. 
All that would 
be 


needed would be a prohibition against 
one man being on more than two or 
three such boards. 


As for the public, any notion that 


the public can look for protection 
from the boards is ridiculous. The 
public must look out for itself through' 
consumer roganizations and public 
agencies such as the Federal Trade 
Commission', .:tho.,S. ,JV .C, and..the

But none of these proposals Will do 


very much good until the corporation 
laws themselves have been over- 
hauled to get out of them the various, 
sawccl-off shotguns, blackjacks and 
other gadgets used to hold up the 
public and the stockholders. 
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State Park Fund 


Demanded by CCC 


Federal CCC Aid on State 


Parks Likely to be 


Withdrawn 


LITTLE ROCK-Civiliun Conserva- 


tion Corps assistance in state park 
work may be withdrawn unless the 
legislature makes adequate 
appro- 


priation for maintenance, operation 
and utilization of the nine existing 
state parks, Robert Fechner, national 
CCC" director, indicated Friday in a 
letter to Governor Bailey. 


"In accordance with provisions of 


the laws relating to the CCC, contin- 
ued 
participation by the corps in 


slate purk work in Arkansas will be 
determined upon the basis of adequate 
provision by the slate for sufficient 
funds for the proper maintenance, op- 
eration and utilization of the areas," 
he said. 


Governor 
Bailey interpreted 
the 


letter as a "threat" by the federal 
agency to withdraw CCC activity. He 
said provision for state action in line 
with, Fcchner's request had been made 
in the Park 
Commission's 
budget 


which will be submitted to the legis- 
lature now in session, 


"I am very much concerned over 


the limited provision that Arkansas 
has made in the past for proper main- 
tenance and operation of its park 
areas," Mr. Fechner said in his letter. 


Director Fechner estimated the cost 


of CCC work to the federal govern- 
ment up to January 1, 1939 at §4,- 
300,000. 


Mr. Davis said the federal govern- 


ment in addition to providing CCC 
camps had paid the salaries and trav- 
eling expenses of an architect and 
landscape architect engaged in state 
park work. He said this assistance had 
been withdrawn recently. 


A count by the stale Park Commis- 


sion showed 182,000 persons visited the 
nine slate parks in the 1937-38 fiscal 
year. Four CCC camps are now as- 
signed to state park work in Arkansas.

WA'SHINGTON.-With the opening 


of congress, the strategy of the New 
Deal and the opposing Republican mi- 
nority emerges in full bloom. 


The Roosevelt dministration is ac- 


centing the disordered foreign scene; 
the Republican minority is accenting 
the confused domestic scene. 


That's why the President and the 


New Deal are thinking and speaking 
oftener and more strongly of national 
defense and preparedness, and the Re- 
publicans are talking more about un- 
employment, the unbalanced budget, 
and tho danger of regimenting Amer- 
ican industry. 


Naturally both the New Deal and 


the opposition in Congress are taking 
out insurance—working both sides of 
the street, as it were. Neither side is 
so politcally naive as to plunge in one 
direction or the other without leaving 
plenty of routes of retreat. 


Trouble Expected 


If the international tension increases, 


and the Rome-Berlin-Tokyo trio make 
further advances in 1939, comparable 
to their victories in 1938, the adminis- 
tration seems to have the advantage. 
For'then the dictator threat will be 
foremost in the public eye. 


But, if the tension drops off, and 


the dictator countries and Japan mark 
time, while consolidating gains, then 
the Republicans will have the edge, 
because more attention will be paid to 
domestic affairs. 


The administration strategy seems to 


be based on the belief that world 
events and violence are etching a 
deeper impression on the public 'mind 
than is apparent to the unpracticed 
eye. 


Advisers must have figured that 


more disorder in the world will create 
more interest here in American foreign 
policy and adequate national defense.

The healing 
influence' of Lima 


soothed, but only time can completely 
heal, the scars of past conflicts, be- 
tween Chile and Peru; between Para- 
guay and Argentina; Brazil and Uru- 
guay; between Paraguay and Bolivia; 
Venezuela and Colombia; Peru and 
Colombia; Haiti and Dominican Re- 
public; Brazil and Argentina. Bor- 
ders between Peru and Ecuador, be- 
tween Guatemala and British Hon- 
duras, remain unsettled today. 


No Parallel to U, S. Growth' 


Despite the link of the Spanish lan- 


guage, despite the common bond of 
a united struggle against Spain for 
freedom, despite Bolivar's dream of 
a united two Americas, Latin-America 
rrcmains divided into countries quite 
as different, quite as independent, as 
those of Europe. That is what makes 
the Declaration of Lima all the more 
remarkable an accomplishment. 


Yet the future is opening up to tins 


vast continent. What President Theo- 
dore Roosevelt said many years ago 
—"The present century is the cen- 
tury of South America"—is beginning 


the present decade, 


to come true. 


Beginning in 


South American development will not 
follow that of the United States, step 
for step. Railroads, which brought 
development to the United States, may 
never be needed in Latin-America on 
anything like the same scale. 


The airplane and the motor truck 


are opening up this vast continent. 
Mining machinery is being flown into 
the wilds of Chile and Bolivia to open 
mines long believed too inaccessible to 
be of any use. Peru pierces the Andes 
with a motor road to the Amazon. 
Tile Pan-American highway gradually 
unrolls. Enterprising countries like 
Argentina, Brazil and Colombia swift- 
ly extend the network of roads for 
truck traffic that is opening tile in- 
terior to trade and civilization. From 
North America and Europe come ever 
faster and oftencr the winged birds of 
trade and travel. 


Population is a Guess 


Nobody ever knows within millions 


hoy/ many people there are in the 
vast continent of America south of 
the Rio Grande. So vast is this area 
(with Brazil alone larger than con- 
tinental United States) thal%accurate 
censuses are unknown. 


The best guess is that there live 


south of the Rio Grande about 120,- 
OOO.Oflpi pfjple, 
90,000,000 in South 


America itself, the remainder in Mex- 
ico, Central America and the Cribbean 
Islands. ' 


Even this vast population leaves 


the continent very tliinly peopled, 
South America has about 11 people to 
the square mile—Europe has 104. The 
land 5s there, the mineral wealth is 
there, growing consciousness of the 
future is drawing. 


Great cities like Buenos Aires, Rio 


de .Janeiro, Santiago, have more in 
common with Chicago or San Fran- 
cisco than with Port au Prince or 
Balboa. Their predominantly white 
populations Of Italian, German, French 
British, extraction would be fur more 
quickly at home in Paris or London 
than in the Indian villages of the high 
Andes, despite the tie of language.

Southland

LAUREL, Miss. — Before the 
in- 


dustrial chemist went to work on it, 
the chief claim to fame of the southern 
sweet potato was as a table delicacy. 


The table varieties are pjusl as tasty 


as ever, but other kinds—those lower 
in sugar and higher in starch con- 
tent 
that -give promise of a new industry 


may put a few extra million 


dollars into the jx>ckets of farmers. 


Tliat hope is the manufacture of 


sweet potato starch by a process deve- 
loped at a cooperative plant established 
here in 1934 by the U.S. Bureau of 
Chemistry and Soils with §150,000 of 
FERA funds. 


Half Billion Tons Imported 


Cotton mills, laundries and manu- 


facturers of glue, candy, food products, 
adhesive and oilier articles in the 
United States use several hundred 
million opunds of starch each year. 
About 500,000.000 pounds was import- 
ed for use in 1937. 


Chemists say domestic manufacture 


of as much starch as is now im- 
ported should provide a valuable new 
southern industry if it can be sold 
at a profit. 


Tiie average cast of starch im- 


proted in 1937—largely from the Dutch
